Notwithstanding section 8.55, subsection24

2, paragraph “a”, or any other provision to the contrary,25

all moneys in excess of the maximum balance in the economic26

emergency fund after the distribution of the surplus in the27

general fund of the state at the conclusion of the fiscal year28

beginning July 1, 2011, and ending June 30, 2012, shall be29

transferred to the taxpayers trust fund created in section30

8.57E.31

development materials, speakers, and professional development5

content; and costs associated with implementing the individual6

professional development plans. The use of the funds shall7

be balanced between school district, attendance center, and8

individual professional development plans, or area education9

agency and individual professional development plans, as10

appropriate, making every reasonable effort to provide equal11

access to all teachers.12

b. Each school district and area education agency receiving13

funds under section 257.10, subsection 10, or section 257.37A,14

subsection 2, shall set aside up to three percent of such15

funds for purposes of compensating substitute teachers to16

temporarily replace teachers who are employed by accredited17

nonpublic schools located within the school district and area18

education boundaries and who are required to receive Iowa19

core curriculum professional development provided elsewhere20

than on accredited nonpublic school property. The substitute21

teacher shall be employed to teach only coursework that is22

nonsectarian. Funds set aside by a school district and area23

education agency pursuant to this paragraph shall be paid on24

a prorated basis to the area education agency providing the25

Iowa core curriculum professional development to the accredited26

nonpublic school teacher. The proration shall be based upon27

the amount of the professional development funds calculated and28

paid to the school district under section 257.10, subsection29

10, and the amount of the professional development funds30

calculated and paid to the area education agency under section31

257.37A, subsection 2. The area education agency providing32

the professional development to an accredited nonpublic33

school teacher pursuant to this paragraph shall reimburse34

the accredited nonpublic school for the compensation of the35
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substitute teacher from the professional development funds1

available to the agency pursuant to this paragraph. If three2

percent of such funds identified in this paragraph are expended3

by school districts and area education agencies, this paragraph4

requires no further reimbursements.5

IOWA EARLY INTERVENTION BLOCK GRANT PROGRAM EXPENDITURES14

1. For the budget year beginning July 1, 2009, and each18

succeeding budget year, a school district shall expend funds19

received pursuant to section 257.10, subsection 11, at the20

kindergarten through grade three levels to reduce class sizes21

to the state goal of seventeen students for every one teacher22

and to achieve a higher level of student success in the basic23

skills, especially reading. In order to support these efforts,24

school districts may expend funds received pursuant to section25

257.10, subsection 11, at the kindergarten through grade three26

level on programs, instructional support, and materials that27

include but are not limited to the following: additional28

licensed instructional staff; additional support for students,29

such as before and after school programs, tutoring, and30

intensive summer programs; the acquisition and administration31

of diagnostic reading assessments; the implementation of32

research-based instructional intervention programs for students33

needing additional support; the implementation of all-day,34

everyday kindergarten programs; and the provision of classroom35
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teachers with intensive training programs to improve reading1

instruction and professional development in best practices2

including but not limited to training programs related to3

instruction to increase students’ phonemic awareness, reading4

abilities, and comprehension skills.5

2. Notwithstanding subsection 1, for the budget year6

beginning July 1, 2012, and each succeeding budget year, a7

school district may expend two-thirds of the moneys received8

pursuant to section 257.10, subsection 11, to pay for the costs9

of complying with education reform legislation enacted by the10

Eighty-fourth General Assembly, 2012 session.11

Sec. 11. Section 256D.9, Code 2011, is amended to read as12

follows:13

256D.9 Future repeal.14

This chapter is repealed effective July 1, 2012 2017.15

Sec. 12. Section 257.10, subsection 11, Code 2011, is16

amended by adding the following new paragraph:17

NEW PARAGRAPH. e. For the budget year beginning July 1,18

2012, and succeeding budget years, and after the adjustments19

pursuant to paragraphs “b” and “c” have been determined, the20

For purposes27

of the calculation of the combined district cost pursuant to28

subsection 8, and the calculation of the additional property29

tax pursuant to section 257.4, for the budget year beginning30

July 1, 2012, and succeeding budget years, the total early31

intervention supplement district cost shall be equal to the32

amount remaining after the reduction made pursuant to this33

paragraph.34

STATE EMPLOYEE AND ELECTED OFFICIAL PAYMENT OF HEALTH INSURANCE18

PREMIUMS19

Sec. 15. Section 2.40, subsection 1, paragraph a,20

subparagraph (2), Code 2011, is amended to read as follows:21

(2) The member shall pay the premium for the plan selected22

on the same basis as a full-time state employee excluded from23

collective bargaining as provided in chapter 20. However, the24

member shall pay a portion of the total premium for the plan25

selected in an amount as determined by the legislative council.26

The payment amount as determined by the legislative council27

shall be at least twenty-five percent of the total premium28

for the single or family coverage provided in connection with29

the member. The payment amount determined by the legislative30

council shall apply to employees of the general assembly.31

Sec. 16. NEW SECTION. 8A.440 Group health insurance premium32

costs.33

1. Collective bargaining agreements entered into pursuant34

to chapter 20 for state employees shall provide that a state35
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employee covered by that agreement who is a member of a1

state group health insurance plan for employees of the state2

established under chapter 509A shall pay at least twenty-five3

percent of the total premium for the single or family coverage4

provided in connection with each employee.5

2. A state employee not covered by a collective bargaining6

agreement as provided in chapter 20 who is a member of a7

state group health insurance plan for employees of the state8

established under chapter 509A shall pay the same percentage9

of the total premium for such insurance as is paid under the10

collective bargaining agreement that covers the greatest number11

of state employees in the state government entity employing the12

state employee.13

Sec. 17. STATEWIDE ELECTED OFFICIALS —— GROUP HEALTH14

INSURANCE PREMIUM COSTS. A statewide elected official who is15

a member of a state group insurance plan for employees of the16

state established under chapter 509A shall pay a portion of the17

total premium for the plan selected in an amount as determined18

by the executive council. The payment amount as determined by19

the executive council shall be at least twenty-five percent of20

the total premium for the single or family coverage provided in21

connection with the elected official.22

Sec. 18. GROUP HEALTH INSURANCE PREMIUMS FOR STATE23

EMPLOYEES.24

1. a. This subsection does not apply to members of the25

general assembly or elected officials who are subject to the26

provisions of this division of this Act amending section 2.4027

or requiring statewide elected officials to pay a portion of28

health insurance premiums.29

b. For the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2012, each state30

employee who is a member of a state group health insurance plan31

for state employees established under chapter 509A shall pay at32

least 25 percent of the total premium for the single or family33

coverage provided in connection with the employee’s membership34

in the insurance plan.35
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c. For the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2012, each person1

who is a member of a state group health insurance plan for2

employees of the state board of regents and the institutions3

under the control of the state board shall pay at least 254

percent of the total premium for the single or family coverage5

provided in connection with the person’s membership in the6

insurance plan.7

d. For the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2012, each judicial8

officer or employee of the judicial branch who is a member9

of a state group health insurance plan for state employees10

established under chapter 509A shall pay at least 25 percent of11

the total premium for the single or family coverage provided in12

connection with the judicial officer or employee’s membership13

in the insurance plan.14

e. The requirements in this subsection shall be enforceable15

against all applicable employees for the fiscal year beginning16

July 1, 2012, notwithstanding any provision of chapter 20 to17

the contrary, and shall remain applicable to each such state18

employee and person in fiscal years succeeding the fiscal year19

specified in this subsection until the requirement implemented20

pursuant to section 8A.440 is applicable to the employee or21

person.22

2. a. For the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2012,23

the portion of the payments made pursuant to subsection24

1 attributed to increases in payments as a result of the25

percentage requirement implemented pursuant to subsection 126

shall be transferred to the judicial branch or the state agency27

charged for the state group health insurance plan premiums of28

the judicial officer, employee, or person who made the payment29

in lieu of a like amount from the appropriations made to the30

judicial branch or the state agency for the fiscal year.31

b. The moneys paid by members or employees of the general32

assembly pursuant to section 2.40, as amended by this division33

of this Act, for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2012, are34

appropriated to the general assembly in lieu of a like amount35
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from the appropriations made to the general assembly pursuant1

to section 2.12, for the fiscal year.2

c. The moneys paid by statewide elected officials pursuant3

to the section of this division of this Act requiring the4

officials to pay a portion of the health insurance premium5

costs for the coverage provided to the officials, for the6

fiscal year beginning July 1, 2012, are appropriated to the7

state agency charged for the state group health insurance plan8

premiums of the official who made the payment in lieu of a like9

amount from the appropriations made to the state agency for the10

fiscal year.11

3. The department of management, with the assistance of the12

department of administrative services, state board of regents,13

the state fair board, the state department of transportation,14

and each judicial district department of correctional services,15

shall submit a quarterly report to the general assembly and the16

legislative services agency during the fiscal year beginning17

July 1, 2012, regarding the reductions to appropriations made18

pursuant to subsection 2 during the quarter.19

For18

purposes of this definition, “primary purpose is to provide19

comfort” means a system or appliance in which at least fifty-one20

percent of the capacity generated by its operation, on an21

annual average, is dedicated to comfort heating or cooling.22

EXPLANATION11

This bill relates to state and local finances by making and12

adjusting appropriations, providing for legal responsibilities,13

and providing for properly related matters. The bill is14

organized by divisions.15

STANDING APPROPRIATIONS AND RELATED MATTERS. The bill16

limits the standing unlimited appropriation to the general17

assembly and legislative agencies for FY 2012-2013.18

In 2011 Iowa Acts, chapter 131, a list of standing19

appropriations was limited for the fiscal year 2012-2013.20

The bill increases the amount appropriated from the state21

general fund for the following purposes: casino wagering tax22

proceeds allocated for the department of cultural affairs for23

operational support grants and community cultural grants and24

for regional tourism marketing; the center of congenital and25

inherited disorders central registry; primary and secondary26

child abuse prevention programs; programs for at-risk children;27

and the enforcement of Code chapter 453D relating to tobacco28

product manufacturers. The bill adds a limitation to the29

standing appropriation for the Iowa resources enhancement and30

protection fund.31

MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS AND APPROPRIATIONS. All of32

the moneys in excess of the maximum balance in the economic33

emergency fund after the distribution of the surplus in the34

fund created in section 8.57E. The provision in Code section2

8.55 limiting the amount of that transfer to not more than $603

million is made inapplicable. The provision takes effect upon4

enactment.5

Code section 97B.52A, concerning the determination of a6

bona fide retirement under IPERS, is amended. Current law7

allows, until July 2012, a person to retire, receive retirement8

benefits, and to return to covered employment as a licensed9

health care professional at a public hospital after one month10

and still receive retirement benefits. Most retirees under11

IPERS are not allowed to return to covered employment and12

continue to receive retirement benefits until at least four13

months after they retire.

The bill requires school districts receiving preschool17

foundation aid in a fiscal year to expend not less than 9518

percent of the aid for preschool programming to the eligible19

students enrolled in the district’s approved local program.20

In Code section 257.35(7), as enacted by 2011 Iowa Acts,21

chapter 131, the state aid for area education agencies and22

the portion of combined district cost calculated for these23

agencies for FY 2012-2013 was reduced by $10 million. The bill24

increases the reduction by $10 million for a total $20 million25

reduction for FY 2012-2013.26

The bill requires each school district and area education27

agency receiving teacher professional development moneys28

to set aside up to 3 percent of such moneys for purposes29

of compensating substitute teachers to temporarily replace30

teachers who are employed by accredited nonpublic schools31

located within the school district and area education32

boundaries and who are required to receive Iowa core curriculum33

professional development provided elsewhere than on accredited34

nonpublic school property.35

IOWA EARLY INTERVENTION BLOCK GRANT PROGRAM EXPENDITURES.5

Currently, the Iowa early intervention block grant program is6

repealed effective July 1, 2012. The bill extends the repeal7

date to July 1, 2017. The bill also allows a school district8

to expend two-thirds of the early intervention allocation the9

school district receives to pay for the costs of complying10

with education reform legislation enacted by the 84th General11

Assembly, 2012 session.12

The department of management is directed to annually reduce13

the distributions from the amounts generated by the total early14

intervention supplement district cost to each school district15

for the budget year by an amount equivalent to the amount the16

department of management determines is necessary to pay for17

the state agency costs of complying with education reform18

legislation enacted by the Eighty-fourth General Assembly, 201219

session. The school district spending authority and additional20

levy taxing authority are reduced by an amount corresponding21

to the amount of the reduction. An equivalent amount is22

appropriated to the department of management for purposes of23

state agency compliance with the education reform legislation.24

The department of management is directed to use the moneys to25

reimburse state agencies for any costs incurred by the agency26

for complying with such legislation.27

The provision extending the repeal takes effect upon28

enactment.29

STATE EMPLOYEE AND ELECTED OFFICIAL PAYMENT OF HEALTH30

INSURANCE PREMIUMS. This division requires judicial officers,31

state employees, regents personnel, and elected officials to32

pay at least 25 percent of the costs of the single or family33

group health insurance plan coverage connected to the employees34

or state officials.35
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The bill provides that members of the general assembly and1

statewide elected officials who become a member of the state2

group insurance plan for employees of the state established3

under Code chapter 509A shall pay at least 25 percent of4

the total premium for the single or family coverage provided5

in connection with the plan and single or family coverage6

selected. The bill provides that, subject to percentage7

minimum, the total premium amount to be paid by members of8

the general assembly shall be determined by the legislative9

council and the total premium amount to be paid by statewide10

elected officials shall be determined by the executive council.11

The payment amount determined by the legislative council also12

applies to employees of the general assembly.13

New Code section 8A.440 requires the collective bargaining14

agreements entered into pursuant to Code chapter 20 to include15

the health insurance premium payment requirement and for the16

payment requirement to apply to state employees not covered by17

a collective bargaining agreement. The provision takes effect18

upon enactment and an applicability provision specifies that it19

applies to collective bargaining agreements entered into after20

the provision’s effective date.21
